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Scene from 1964 flood here 
Dredging project here 
was money well spent 


A project completed nearly six years ago is probably primarily 
responsible for preventing thousands of dollars in flood damages in 
Washington C.H. over the weekend as the city experienced one of its 
heaviest rainfalls. 
The U.S. Army Corps of Engineers, Huntington, W. Va., completed a 
channel improvement project on Paint Creek through Washington C.H. 
during the summer of 1968 and the creek dredging work salvaged the city 
from possible large monetary losses when a heavy band of thun­ 
derstorms swooped through here last weekend. 
City Manager Dan Wolford is confident that the 1968 creek dredging 
project by the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers was well worth its $105,000 
price tag. 
The city has also spent approximately $225,000 for new storm sewer 
construction since 1965 in an attempt to ease flooding conditions. 
Official Washington C.H. weather observer Coyt A. Stookey measured 
a total of 3.77 inches of precipitation here over a 48-hour period last 
weekend, but other amateur weather watchers gauged as much as 5.4 
inches. 
Regardless, the rainfall is believed to be the most since the 1968 flood 
here. Paint Creek never overflowed its banks during the heavy thun­ 
dershowers last weekend. 
City officials admit there were a few spots along city streets where the 
storm sewers were unable to carry the heavy load, but to their 
knowledge, there were no large monetary losses here as the result of the 
deluge of rain. 
Some streets were temporarily blocked and the only street that was 
closed for any length of time was Oakland Avenue in the area of Cherry 
Hill Elementary school. 
Paint Creek poured over its banks and flooded streets in May of 1968 
when Washington C.H. received its heaviest rainfall in 20 years. Rainfall 
figures topped 7.3 inches in a 36-hour period. Of that total, 4.73 inches 
were recorded in a 24-hour period. 
Flood loss in Fayette County was estimated at $3.7 million in a four-day 
span. The estimate included $1.5 million in a 21-car derailment on the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, north of Bloomingburg, and a $2 million 
crop loss. 
Interestingly, the May rainfall was a staggering 13.22-inch total. 
In March of 1964, Fayette County streams overflowed their banks, 
flooding many homes, sending water over virtually every road in the 
county and forcing all schools to close. Many homes were also evacuated. 
The county received seven inches of rain in two days during the 1964 
flood. 
c ^ 
According to figures compiled by the former City Manager Jack 
Whitmer, a monetary loss of $202,242 was suffered in the 1964 flood. The 
loss included damage to IO industries at $158,125; damages to 79 
residences at $28,612, and $31,505 to 41 parcels of rural real estate totaling 
2,272 acres. 
Records kept at the City Office Building also disclose a loss of $109,800 
from a 1959 flood. 
There’s no question about the value of the 1968 creek dredging project, 
but city street department workers and youths employed by the city 
under state and federally-funded summer job programs have also been 
instrumental in preventing flood conditions. 
Each summer the workers have been clearing the debris from banks of 
Paint Creek through Washington C.H. In years past the debris along the 
creek banks was largely responsible for flooding. 


NFO faces fraud suit 


Nixon inks NATO paper

President Nixon paused today in his 
journey to the Moscow summit to join 
America’s chief European allies in the 
ceremonial signing of the new Atlantic 
Alliance declaration. 
The signing ceremony lasted about 15 
minutes as the representatives of the 
alliance’s 15 members fixed their 
signatures in rapid succession to the 
document. The Dutch secretary-gen­ 
eral of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization, Joseph M. A. H. Luns, 
made a brief speech in French and 
English, before the meeting adjourned 
for picture taking. 
France’s new president, Valery 
Giscard d’Estaing was absent and sent 
Premier Jacques Chirac. It was the 
first appearance of a French premier 
at NATO headquarters since President 
Charles de Gaulle expelled the 
alliance’s military headquarters from 
France. 
“ Without the alliance, it is doubtful 
that detente with the Soviet Union 
would have begun, and without a 
continuing strong alliance, it is 
doubtful if the detente would continue,” 
Nixon said on his arrival Tuesday night 
in the Belgian capital. 
The declaration approved last week 
at the spring meeting of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization for­ 
malizes a pledge that the United States 
will consult NATO’S 14 other members 
before staking out new policies. 
After the signing by Nixon and heads 
of the other allied governments, the 
American President was to brief his 
allies about his Moscow trip at a closed 
session and then hold individual con­ 
ferences with West German Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt, British Prime Minis­ 
ter Harold Wilson and Italian Premier 
Mariano Rumor. 
Nixon in his arrival remarks said his 
presence at NATO headquarters 
between his visits to the Middle East 
and Moscow “ symbolizes the central 


role that the Atlantic Alliance plays in 
pursuing our goal of a lasting peace in 
the world.” 
The President and Mrs. Nixon 
remain in Brussels until Thursday, 


when they fly to the Soviet capital for 
the third annual meeting between 
Nixon and Soviet Communist party 
chief Leonid I. Brezhnev. 
The SoViet-American summit is 


expected to produce a partial ban on 
underground nuclear weapon tests and 
an agreement in principle to further 
restrain fast-moving nuclear arms

Jury selection opens 
in Ehrlichman's case

selection begins today in the trial of 
former White House domestic affairs 
chief John D. Ehrlichman and three 
others accused of illegally attempting 
to gather psychiatric information about 
Daniel Ellsberg. 
The case stems from the Sept. 3,1971, 
break-in at the office of Ellsberg’s 
psychiatrist by the so-called White 
House plumbers. Ellsberg had leaked 
the Pentagon Papers to the media. 
U.S. District Judge Gerhard A. 
Gesell has said the question before the 
jury in the trial will be simple: Did the 
defendants plot to violate the Fourth 
Amendment rights of the psychiatrist, 
Dr. Lewis Fielding of Beverly Hills, 
Calif.? 
The Fourth Amendment of the 
Constitution prohibits searches by 
government agents without a properly- 
issued warrant. 
Answering pretrial arguments that 
the break-in was justified as a special 
case to preserve national security, Ge­ 
sell said:

WASHINGTON (A P) — The House 
Judiciary Committee has voted to 
make public most of the evidence it has 
received in secret impeachment 
hearings during the past seven weeks. 
When the material will be released 
remains unclear but some members 
say

evidence relating 
to

Watergate cover-up, including the 
committee’s versions of White House 
tapes, could be made public in a few 
days. 
Chairman Peter W. Rodino Jr., D- 
N .J., who will have the right to edit the 
material before it is released, said 
Tuesday he hoped the entire record of 
more than 7,000 pages would be 
available for public scrutiny when the 
committee starts debating proposed 
articles 
of 
impeachment, 
now 
scheduled for July 15. 
“ This is information on which one 
can make an evaluation,” said Rodino. 
“ It should come to the attention of the 
public.” 
The 22-16 vote came on a motion by 
Rep. Wayne Owens, D-Utah. 


Most of the evidence to be released 
consists of factual statements bearing 
on the conduct of President Nixon and 
his aides without any interpretation or 
conclusions. 
However, it also includes the 
evidence that led the Watergate grand 
jury to vote 19 to 0 to name Nixon as an 
unindicted co-conspirator in the 
Watergate cover-up. And it includes 
transcripts of presidential conversa­ 
tions far more complete than the edited 
versions released by the White House. 
In other Watergate developments: 
—Former top Nixon aide John D. 
Ehrlichman and three others go on trial 
today in the break-in at the office of 
Daniel Ellsberg’s psychiatrist. 
—The Senate Watergate committee 
is reported ready to release a report 
written by Vice Chairman Howard H. 
Baker Jr., R-Tenn., on possible CIA in­ 
volvement in the Watergate break-in 
and cover-up. 
—A legal consultant to the Watergate 


committee proposed that Congress 
limit a president’s use of executive 
privilege and define exactly what he 
can do in the name of national security. 
The House Judiciary 
Committee 
resolution excludes from the evidence 
to be released material relating to the 
secret bombing of Cambodia that the 
Defense Department has refused to 
declassify. 
Rep. Don Edwards, D-Calif., who led 
the fight against releasing the evidence 
now, said it would infringe on the rights 
of Watergate defendants awaiting trial 
and also could hurt Nixon. 


Inmates plead guilty 
in Ross County trial

Organization, which it contends is 
broke and lied to its members when it 
borrowed more than $7 million from 
them. 
The farmers group was charged with 
fraud, false statements and failure to 
disclose information about its financial 
condition. 
The suit filed in Des Moines, Iowa, 
and announced in Washington, came 
one day after the farm organization’s 
board, in an emergency 
meeting, 
unanimously approved a resolution 
denying any fraud and requesting that 
the commission make a more thorough 
investigation. 
NFO President Oren Lee Staley has 
suggested in a newsletter to members 
that the commission’s probe is part of a 
government effort to ruin the group. 
Staley pointed out that the NFO was 
listed among White House “ enemies” 
in Watergate testimony by ousted 
presidential counsel John W. Dean III. 
An SEC spokesman denied on 
Tuesday that the suit is related to the 
enemies list. “ The charges speak for 
themselves,” he said. 
The suit charges that the farm 
organization is in the red and can’t pay 
its bills. 
NFO, which markets a broad range 
of commodities for its members, has 
had trouble collecting the $75-a-year 


dues it asks of its members, and 
recently launched a drive to collect 
delinquent dues, estimated by sources 
close to the farm organization at $12 
million or more. 
Staley sent a letter to members June 
13, marked “ confidential for members 
only—not to be released to the press.” 
In it, he said the SEC investigation is 
the biggest problem to confront the 
farm group in its 18-year history.

JU D G E J. DONALD Ratcliff sen­ 
tenced the two to 2 to 5 years for escape 
Vinyl-chloride-cancer link 
brings call for safeguards 


WASHINGTON (A P) — A medical 
study has produced new evidence 
suggesting a high incidence of death 
from a rare liver cancer among factory 
employes working with vinyl chloride, 
a chemical widely used in the plastics 
industry. 


A study of vinyl chloride workers at 
the Goodyear plant in Niagara Falls, 
N.Y., found that three of 24 deaths were 
due to the cancer angiosarcoma. 
Dr. Irving J. Selikoff, director of the 
Environmental Sciences Laboratory of 
the Mount Sinai School of Medicine, 
cited the study. He emphasized the 
critical importance of reducing the 
amount of vinyl chloride workers are 
exposed to, to a “ no detectable level” 
as proposed by the Labor Department.

Selikoff was among dozens of 
nesses Tuesday at a hearing on 
Labor Department’s proposed 
dards for regulating its use.

Nixon named Ehrlichm an “ for 
supervision of this group” and Egil 
Krogh, Ehrlichman’s assistant, was 
chosen chief plumber. Others added 
were David R. Young, formerly a 
member of Henry A. Kissinger’s staff;

$98 million rate increase last August, is 
gearing up to ask for another one 
before the end of the year.

Commission of Ohio to begin the 
preliminary evaluation of plants and 
property necessary in rate cases.

usually are made after the formal 
request is filed for an increase but said 
he imagined the PUCO would go ahead 
in advance. 
“ It sounds like a good idea,” he said.

million. 
Eckley, in a statement, noted that 
Ohio Bell officials said when the last 
increase was granted that it soon would 
be back for another. 
“ We want the commission and our 
customers to know that a request for 
telephone prices is in the planning 
stage and that in the months ahead we 
will work hard to explain to the public 
why we need more money,” he said. 
“ The prices we pay for everything 
are going out of sight, so the company 
faces two choices -— higher prices or 
poorer service,” he added. 
Eckley said he didn’t know at this 
time how much of an increase would be 
sought.

Pentagon fears 
technology leaks 
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WASHINGTON (AP) — Some key 
Pentagon officials are concerned that 
sharing certain U.S. technology with 
Russia under the detente policy could 
impair national security. 
This concern smoldered as President 
Nixon prepared for his coming Moscow 
visit, during which new and broadened 
agreem ents are expected in fur­ 
therance of detente. 
Officials are worried mostly about 
the transfer of critical advanced 
computer technology, which has 
military as well as civilian application. 
The Russians are said to trail the 
United States in important aspects of 
this technology. 
Also bothering defense officials is the 
possibility that the Russians might be 
helped to gain ground in the field of mi­ 
cro-electronics. 
So far, officials said, government 
safeguards are working adequately. 
But there have been conflicts among 
the State, Commerce and Defense 
departm ents, which look at the 
question from differing viewpoints, 
Pentagon officials said. The State 
Department is anxious to promote de­ 


tente, the Commerce Department 
wants to open up the Russian market 
for U.S. business, and the Defense 
Departm ent considers itself the 
guardian of national security. 
“We are not in opposition to detente,” 
said one senior Pentagon official. “But 
we must pursue detente within the 
bounds of national security.” 
In a rare speech, Vice Adm. Vincent 
de Poix, director of the Defense 
Intelligence Agency, several weeks ago 
sounded what he called “a small note of 
caution.” 
“Detente is intended to, and certainly 
does, facilitate technological research 
and development exchange and con­ 
tacts through cooperative agreement, 
the increased availability of credits 
and relaxed export controls,” de Poix 
said. 
“But it is not intended to do so at the 
expense of our national security. While 
exchange at the level of basic research 
poses no problem in this regard, this 
becomes more uncertain as one moves 
up

CIA seeking law 
to guard secrets 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Central 
Intelligence 
Agency 
is 
seeking 
legislation 
authorizing 
crim inal 
penalties against government em ­ 
ployes who make intelligence secrets 
public, official sources say. 
William E. Colby, director of the spy 
agency, has proposed amendments to 
the National Security Act of 1947, which 
also would clarify the government’s 
ability to enjoin news media from 
disclosing material that might com­ 
promise the sources and methods of 
intelligence gathering, the sources 
said. 
The criminal penalties, however, 
would not apply to the newsmen, the 
sources said. “This is not aimed at the 
media, Jgut at people who decide on 
their own to disclose classified in­ 
formation- This would not alloy? Jhe 
director to go after recipients bf the 
information,” one source said. l . 


But the criminal provisions would 
apply to employes of firms with 
government contracts that gave them 
access to classified information, the 
sources said. 
However, one source emphasized 
that before any prosecution could be 
brought, the director of the CIA would 
have to show to a judge that the classi­ 
fication was reasonable. 
The sources stressed that Colby’s 
proposal was being considered within 
the Nixon administration. No final 
decisions on its provisions or even on 
whether to make the recommendations 
formally to Congress have been made 
yet, they said.

4-year-old boy regains life after 100-1 odds 


TORRANCE, Calif. (AP) — The 4- 
year-old boy’s heart and breathing had 
stopped and doctors working to revive 
him estimated his chances for survival 
were "no more than one to two in IOO.” 
But on Tuesday, one week after he 
accidentally shot himself, 
William 
Horton asked a Harbor General 
Hospital nurse, "When can I go 
home?” 
The .25 caliber bullet pierced 
William’s aorta, ripped through his 
intestines in seven different places and 
lodged in his back. 
Dr. Michael Peter, a senior resident 
in surgery who helped save the boy, 
told a news conference that a gunshot 
wound which penetrates the aorta is 
usually fatal. The aorta is the artery 
through which blood flows from the 
heart into the body. 
Peter said the chances of a person 
surviving the injury “would be cer­ 
tainly no more than one to two in IOO 
and quite likely much less.” 
He 
said 
W illiam’s 
survival 
“represented a lot of good luck along 
with good care.” 
Peter said William’s brain lacked 
oxygen for about 15 to 20 minutes, 
possibly “as long as 25 minutes,” and 
this condition for longer than eight 
minutes can result in permanent brain 
damage. Children seem to tolerate this 


condition for longer periods than 
adults, he said. 
“He has responded to questions and 
his memory is good,” Peter said. “We 
feel certain there is no damage and he 
should recover completely.” 
The boy’s mother, Beatrice Horton, 
36, of Carson, Calif., said of her son’s 
accident, "... I’ll tell you one thing, I 
never want to have another gun in my 
possession like that again.” 
She said she had her automatic 
handgun in her purse the day of the 
accident because she was carrying 
about $500 with which she planned to 
purchase a minimotorbike for William. 
She said she drove into a service 
station and left the car briefly. 


“What he did, apparently, was reach 
inside my purse and hit the safety and 
the trigger all at the same time,” Mrs. 
Horton said. 
The boy was rushed to the hospital 
about one mile away, but appeared to 
be dead, doctors said—there was no 
heartbeat, no pulse, no spontaneous 
respiration. William’s abdomen had 
filled with blood. 
Doctors stopped the blood flow, 
administered cardiac massage and 
William’s heartbeat began again. In 
three hours of surgery, doctors cut out 
the injured portion of the aorta, sewed 
the two remaining ends together and 
then repaired the seven holes in the in­ 
testines.

DETROIT (AP) — After eight years 
of tangling with the federal govern­ 
ment over safety-related defects, auto 
companies now are under attack on a 
new frunt involving antipollution 
violations.

Agency entered the auto recall 
business in earnest Tuesday when it 
announced that up to 1.4 million cars 
built in 
1972 may 
be exceeding 
allowable exhaust pollution levels. 
EPA said tests of 1972 General 
Motors, 
Ford, 
Chrysler 
and 
Volkswagen cars found many failed to 
meet limits on hydrocarbon and carbon 
monoxide emissions. The agency gave 
the companies IO days to respond to the 
test results before recalls are ordered. 
Until recently, the National Highway 
Traffic Safety Admnistration had been 
the sole agency monitoring recall cam­ 
paigns. 
Since then, the auto companies have 
recalled—voluntarily 
or 
under 
government mandate—millions of cars 
a year at a cost in the tens of millions of 
dollars. 
The EPA was granted similar recall 
powers two years ago under the Clean 
Air Act, which authorized the agency to 
test cars in actual use to ensure they 
meet federal pollution levels for up to 
50,000 miles.

But he also left open 
the possiblity that Nixon and Brezhnev 
would narrow their differences suf­ 
ficiently to enable them to draw up 
treaty guidelines for their delegations 
at the Strategic Arms Limitation Talks 
in Geneva. 
The first Nixon-Brezhnev summit in 
1972 produced an interim agreement 
limiting some offensive nuclear 
weapons for five years and ending 
some defense systems permanently. 
One of the principal differences bet­ 
ween the two governments in the 
current round involves what con­ 
sideration to give warheads with 
multiple missiles. 
Nixon and Brezhnev also are ex­ 
pected to sign a 10-year agreement 
providing for cooperation in science, 
technology and economics. The Soviet 
Union has similar agreements with 
France and West Germany, and the 
draft that has been drawn up is 
reported to overlap other Soviet- 
American agreements signed in the 
past two years.

Drinking at record High 
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Another View 


No 
perceptive 
observer 
of 
American society can fail to con­ 
clude that excessive use of alcohol 
warrants serious concern. It could 
not be otherwise in a country where 
drinking is involved in half the high­ 
way deaths, where there are 
reportedly 
some nine million 
alcoholics, where responsible health 
officials have called drinking the 


nation’s number one health problem. 
The view of alcohol use as a grave 
social concern is bolstered further 
by results of the latest in a series of 
Gallup polls on the question. The 
proportion of adults who drink now 
stands at the highest point since the 
polls began 35 years ago. Sixty-eight 
per cent said yes to the question 
whether they “have occasion to use 


alcoholic beverages such as liquor, 
wine or beer.” 
Happily, the pollsters also find a 
widespread view that excessive 
drinking poses a serious threat to 
society, and that new approaches 
should be made to dealing with the 
problem. That conclusion, too, 
seems inescapable.

WASHINGTON — The accusatory 
finger points, the voice is stern. You did 
it, you people in the press, you built up 
Henry Kissinger twice lifesize and you 
can hardly blame him for responding 
with an ego matching the adulation you 
gave him. 
Hailed as Super K. the miracle 
worker, on his return from 32 days of 
shuttle diplomacy in the Middle East, 
the secretary of state fell inadvertently 
into the trap of his involvement in 
wiretaps. Colleagues in the State 
Department had cautioned him that et 
the press conference he held on his 
return the concentration would be on 
his role in tapping the phones of 
colleagues and reporters. Kissinger 
believed to the contrary that he would 
be asked about his diplomatic triumph. 


THE HOSTILE quizzing opened up 
the whole wiretap affair which had 
begun to die down. A little earlier, 
Kissinger had appeared before Sen. 
Edmund Muskie’s Foreign Relations 
subcommittee to be asked the blunt 
question whether he had initiated the 
taps. He replied no. Muskie today 
believes that while he may have tidied 
up his responses he was telling the 
truth. 
Then came the secretary’s un­ 
fortunate Salzburg press conference 
threatening to resign if his name is not 
cleared. TTiis revived the competition 
of leaks and counterleaks. Only a 
thorough, careful hearing by the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee can put 
the whole messy business in per­ 
spective. 
In the view of this observer, the 
praise of Kissinger was not so much 
overblown as oversimplified. While the 
disengagement of the Syrian-Israeli 
forces continuing to fight on the Golan 
Heights was essential, since the 
alternative was a renewed and greatly 
expanded war, this was only the cap­ 
stone of his achievement.

area set-up but did not have time to 
deal specifically as to where Fayette 
County stands and how we will be af­ 
fected. 
Fayette County, along with Franklin, 
Delaware, Fairfield, Licking, Madison, 
Pickaway and Union comprise plan­ 
ning area six. 
In the very beginning (about 17 
months ago) your representative 
requested in writing that Fayette 
should not be a part of planning area 
six but a part of area seven instead (if 
we had to part of something). This was 
because we have vastly more in 
common with the counties to the south 
of us than we have with Franklin. 
The chief hangup in the attempt to 
organize has been the allocation of 
voting strength. In the beginning, 
Franklin suggested it be allocated on 
the basis population - one man one vote. 
This sounds “catchy” until we start 
reflecting on the fact that this would 
leave us with 2.4 per cent of the voting 
strength and Franklin with almost 71.0 
per cent. AU this in a situation which is 
not of our own choosing or liking. 
Under this plan, with Franklin 
having 71.0 per cent and the other seven 
counties coUectively inheriting the 
remaining 29.0 per cent, you can easUy 
see why your representative pointed 
out it would hardly be worth while for 
anyone except Franklin to attend a 
meeting. We’ve been assured they are 
“good fellows” and would not impose 
upon us. We pointed out we are “good 
fellows” too and we could not impose on 
Franklin if we were granted weighted 
voting rights or veto provisions. 
With this background, I will simply 
state to you that since Jan., 1973 many 
plans have been submitted (Fayette 
submitted one) in an attempt to arrive 
at a satisfactory distribution of voting 
strength. Chairman Dorrian 
even 
appointed a special committee which 
came up with a plan everyone thought 
could very weU be “it.” 
Guess what happened. At our last 
meeting Mayor Moody, representing 
the mayors of Franklin county, stated 
that 
after 
much 
thought 
and 
deliberation had concluded that the 
special committee’s report was 
unacceptable and they were insisting 
on the one man one vote principle. 
Precisely where we were 17 months 
ago. 
In all fairness, I should point out the 
mayors did consent to a veto provision 
which could be invoked by any 
representative of any affected unit of 
government. Sounds fine until you read 
further and find out it takes a % vote to 
sustain said veto. 
This means all seven smaller 
counties would have to vote solidly to 
support said veto and would have to 
have five votes from Franklin county 
delegation in addition.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The Ohio 
Department of Health is promoting a $6 
plastic gadget it says could cure the 
sixth leading cause of death in the 
nation—the “cafe coronary.” 
“It’s ranked as the sixth leading 
cause of death in our country,” said 
Tom Magoto, director of the depart­ 
ment’s accident prevention and 
product safety program. 
“That means this would exceed 
aircraft accidents, firearms, lightning, 
snake and insect bites,” he said. 
“We’re trying to make the food oper­ 
ators aware of what the problem is.” 
The cafe coronary is actually food 
asphyxiation, caused by a person 
literally biting off more than he can 
chew. The food lodges in the throat, 
blocking the air passage. 
“Symptoms of food asphyxiation are 
so often mistaken to be that of a 
coronary victim, but they’re very 
different,” he said. 
“The victim of choking is unable to 
breath, talk or cough. He turns blue in 
the face and collapses. 
“This is fast, four to five minutes,” 
and the person is dead, Magoto said. In 
contrast, he said, a coronary victim 
can breathe and is conscious. 
The culprit usually is a chunk of 
steak, with die average size that of a 
pack of cigarettes, Magoto said. 
“Backslapping is a waste of time 
ordinarily,” he said. “It may cause it to 
be more deeply imbedded, unless you

can get the victim upside down, up­ 
ended. If you’re dealing with an adult, 
this can be quite an obstacle.” 
He 
said 
mouth-to-mouth 
re­ 
suscitation also is generally un­ 
successful. 
“The real remedy is retrieving the 
food, with fingers if necessary,” he 
said. ’This is difficult to do because (rf 
the size of the fingers or hand.” 
That’s the reason for the choke saver, 
he said. The device is a nine-inch pair 
of curved plastic tweezers. 
“It’s a real wicked looking bird,” 
Magoto said. But he said it can save 
lives. 
“I’m not a physician, of course, but 
perhaps misuse could scratch or hurt 
the throat,” Magoto said when asked 
about hazards. “But that would be less 
than a person choking to death. 
“ We’re making a general rec­ 
ommendation, that we think food 
operators should supply at least one of 
these, very accessible, at the ready,” 
he said. 
He said field workers for the health 
department are carrying this device^ 
and spreading the word to restaurant* 
operators. So far, he said, it appears 
few restaurants know of the devices or 
even of cafe coronaries. 
“There are some people, just a few, 
that were familiar with 
the 
in­ 
formation,” he said. “The great 
majority of the people probably aren’t 
even aware of these problems.”

AKRON, Ohio (A P)—Earth — the 
"little blue planet third from the sun” 
— is being visited by extraterrestrial 
beings and has been for centuries, 
beings who take samples that include 
the living, "ufologists" say. 
The ufologists—a coined word from 
UFO, unidentified flying object, and 
the suffix "ology” that means "the 
study of” — come from such diverse 
fields as quality control management 
in a Quincy, IU., manufacturing plant, 
free-lance writing in New York City, 
and psychiatry in Montclair, N J. 
Eight addressed about 400 par­ 
ticipants in last weekend’s UFO 
Symposium centered on "a scientific 
assault on the UFO enigma,” spon­ 
sored by the Midwest UFO Network, 
Inc. (M UFON). 
M U FO N ’s director, 
W alter 
H. 
Andrus Jr. of Quincy, 111., described the 
nonprofit organization founded in 1969 
as "people seriously interested in 
resolving the mysteries of the UFO 
phenomenon by combining their 
mutual talents, research and in­ 
vestigative efforts. 
"Overwhelming data is available to 
confirm 
the 
existence 
of 
the 
phenomenon known as unidentified 
flying objects,” Andrus said. 
Dr. Berthold E. Schwarz, a Mont­ 
clair, N .J., psychiatrist and consultant 
to the Brain Wave Laboratory, Essex 
County Hospital Center, Cedar Grove, 
N.J., called it "strange and regrettable 
that despite the millions of people who 
have supposedly seen UFOs, and the 
many who have had close encounters 
with them, or who might have had 
various highly intriguing U FO - 
induced biological effects and, for 
some, alleged experiences with entities 


or creatures, so few of these people- 
credible contactees-have been studied 
and reported upon by physicians.” 
The UFO researchers, including the 
Rev. Barry H. Downing, pastor of 
Northminister Presbyterian Church in 
Endwell, N.Y., and author of "The 
Bible and Flying Saucers,” cited such 
Biblical incidents as the Israelites' 
crossing the Red Sea and Ezekial’s 
wheel within a wheel as instances in­ 
volving UFOS. 
Others cited cave paintings of 
saucer-shaped or domed objects and 
related drawings as being represen­ 
tations of vehicles and visitors from 
space. 
They said there are hundreds of 
sighting reports each year in the United 
States and hundreds more worldwide, 
that Russia has been visited many 
times, that landings have left traces in 
700 cases from 35 countries. From the 
reports by those who study UFOS 
emerges a composite of recurrent 
themes:

COVINGTON, Ky. (A P) — Joseph 
Cardinal Mindszenty, who carried on a 
long war against Communism by going 
into 15 years of self-imposed exile, 
arrived here Tuesday as part of a 20- 
city American visit. 
The 82-year-old cardinal was to hold 
a news conference today. 
He marked his arrival by officiating 
at a Solemn Pontifical Concelebrated 
High Mass Tuesday night in the 
Cathedral Basilica of the Assumption 
in Covington.

proposition that the UFO are real, that 
some are extraterrestrial, and that 
some alien-to-Earthling contact ap­ 
parently is real. 
Proof? Well, that’s another matter, 
they said. They agreed with the need 
for proof and said they’d like nothing 
better than the money, interest and 
expertise to seek it. They insist it’s 
there to be found. 
Marjorie Fish of Oak Harbor, a 
former elementary school teacher, 
reported spending six years pain­ 
stakingly searching astronomical 


catalogs and other reference material 
in an attempt to match a star map 
drawn by a Portsmouth, N.H., woman, 
Betty Hill, after Mrs. Hill’s reported 
two-hour examination aboard an alien 
UFO. The map was based on a star 
model Mrs. Hill said the aliens showed 
her while examining her late husband. 
Now Miss Fish said she has suc­ 
ceeded in matching the map with 
reality but only by using data which 
first became available on Earth five 
years after the map was drawn. 
The map, Miss Fish said, "could only 
have been drawn after contact with 
extraterrestrials.” 
" I stay away from the word proof,” 
says Stanton Friedman, a Pedando 
Beach, Calif., nuclear physicist who 
now makes his living lecturing on 


UFOS. "But Marjorie’s work is one 
instance in which I can use it. Marjorie 
would rank as one of the two most 
objective people I ’ve known.” 
Another typical facet among the 
researchers’ comments is that their 
own attitudes were disbelieving until, 
as Ted Phillips of Sedalia, Mo., put it, 
" I got into the investigations myself 
and I talked to the people. 
"The people are the key; they are the 
evidence,” the Missouri state highway 
inspector said in an interview. "You 
can’t help but believe that something 
really happened to them when you talk 
to them. 
Equally recurrent is the insistence by 
those who make the study is that the 
government is receiving and hiding 
key, frequent and significant reports.

NASHVILLE, Tenn. (AP) — Music 
Row. The name evokes a bucolic 
boulevard of country balladiers, 
tobacco-chewing tunesmiths, good ol’ 
boys who came here barefoot, with no 
other visible means of support than a 
dream, and who currently drive 
Cadillacs. 
Now Music Row, 1974, encompasses 
about five blocks. It’s still down-home, 
still tree-lined, but its music and loot 
therefrom no longer is pure country. 
Ifs also pop, soul and jingles. 
Jingles? 
Yeah, those 30-and 60- 
second radio or TV ditties that urge you 
to fly United, drink Miller beer, shave 
with Gillette and hopefully keep on 
truckin’ in a GMC model. All were 
recorded here. 
And though Nashville s jungle works 
still is small by New York or Los 
Angeles standards, it’s growing. One 
union official claims work here is up 
“ at least IOO per cent from three years 
ago.” 
He’s Paul Wilder, secretary of the 
local American Federation of Radio 
and Television Artists — AFTRA — 
office. 
Wilder, a lean, tanned man, says 
when he joined the local eight years ago 


it only had 43 members. Now it has 600, 
he says, and 50 per cent of them 
regularly announce on or sing in jingles 
here. 
He partly attributes the growth to a 
local fee, set in 1970, that was so rock­ 
bottom “ we almoft gave it away. But 
it’s also due to the wealth of talent we 
have, the ‘sound’ they get. 
“ Our problem was, how ck) you get 
major ad agencies to at least come see 
what we have here? And the answer 
was the local rate.” 
He said it only applies to com­ 
mercials aired here. The far higher 
rate for commercials destined for 
national or major market broadcast is 
the same as in Los Angeles and New 
York. 
“ But at least it got our foot in the 
door,” he said. 
The 
American 
Federation 
of 
Musicians local, which claims 2,300 
members, says at least 500 to 600 of 
them regularly do jingle dates under a 
local and national fee plan similar to 
that of AFTRA. 
It estimates the city has 50 jingle 
production firms, but Music 
Row 
veterans say only about four or five of 
these get most of the nationally or 
regionally aired jingle trade.

CHICAGO (A P) — About twice as 
many children are being given drugs 
for hyperactivity as should be, says an 
Ohio researcher. 
He says the drugs are administered 
for the benefit of teachers and parents 
who simply want to control unruly 
children. 
The researcher, Dr. Herbert E. Rie, 
told said Tuesday at the American 
Medical Association’s annual meeting 
children who have not been thoroughly 
examined are being labeled hyper­ 
active. 
The diagnosis, and prescription of 
drugs, is being made on the basis of 
parents’ and teachers’ reports and su­ 
perficial examination, he claimed. 
Rie, professor of pediatrics and 
psychology at Ohio State University, 
told newsmen later that about 4 per 
cent 
of 
children 
are 
deemed 
hyperactive, while probably only 2 per 
cent actually are, based on thorough 
neurological 
and 
psychological 
examinations. 
A child’s agitated behavior may grow 
out 
of 
environmental 
and 
not 
neurological conditions, he said. 
“ It is my 
impression 
that the 
physician often relies upon parental or 
school complaints as the primary basis 
for his diagnosis of hyperactivity,” Rie 
said. “ Kids whom people don’t tolerate 
for many reasons are given this 
label.” . 
Stimulant medications, which have 
the effect of making children more 
tranquil, have been considered to make 
children more attentive and thereby 
enable them to learn more. 
But Rie said just because they’re 
quiet doesn’t mean they’re learning 
any more. Studies at Ohio State have 
shown learning is not increased, he 
added. 
Rie said that paradoxically, un­ 
derachieving 
children 
who 
are 
disruptive receive attention and special 
help, but after they are drugged into 


submission they are ignored because 
they are quiet. 
He 
said 
hyperactivity 
may 
camouflage a child’s other problems 
and treating this behavior alone may 
be inadequate. He said children should 
be evaluated for learning difficulties or 
emotional problems so that these prob­ 
lems might be treated if they are the 
cause of the child’s difficulties.

County CAC receives 
summer program grant 


COLUMBUS—Ohio Gov. John J. 
Gilligan today announced the award of 
$48,586 in federal manpower revenue 
sharing funds to the Fayette County 
Community Action Commission for 
summer youth program. 
The grant is one of the first to be 
awarded under the recently enacted 
Comprehensive Employment and 
Training Act of 1973 (CETA). 
The funds will provide salaries for 
disadvantaged youth ages 14-22 par­ 
ticipating 
in 
work 
experience 
programs as well as funds for work- 
related services such as medical 
examinations, transportation to work 
sites and counseling. The Community 
Action Commission will operate 
programs in Fayette County. 
"Die grant is one of 27 grants totaling 
more than $3.4 million which will 
provide summer youth programs in 62 
“balance-of-state” counties in Ohio. 


Under 
the 
Comprehensive 
Employment and Training Act, units of 
government or combinations of units of 
government may become “ prime 
sponsors” and request manpower 
revenue sharing funds. Units of 
government choosing not to become 
“prime sponsors” are part of the 
“balance-of-state” area with the state 
as the “prime sponsor.” The state then 
contracts with the areas to deliver 
manpower services. There are 64 
counties in the “balance-of-state.” 
The grants for summer youth 
programs represent at least 95 per cent 
of the amount of funds counties 
received last summer for youth 
programs. The amount of the grant was 
determined under a formula devised by 
the Manpower Development Division of 
the Ohio Department of Economic and 
Community Development. 
Celina power plant 
set for experiment 


DAYTON, Ohio (AP) — A municipal 
power plant in Celina apparently will 
be the site of a federal government 
experiment with a pollution-free 
method of burning high-sulfur coal, the 
first such project ever conducted 
outside of Russia. 
The technique, called magneto 
hydrodynamics, reportedly would 
eliminate sulfur dioxide emissions, the 
target of stricter anti-pollution stan­ 
dards for utilities. 
The Celina plant has been deac­ 
tivated because the use of low-sulfur 
Coal to generate electricity has become 
uneconomical, according to Gerrold 
Degler, senior engineer at Dayton’s 
Systems Research Laboratories, one of 
several firms planning to bid for the 
contract for the pilot project. 
Degler said only a small five- 
megawatt system is planned at Celina. 
It would be merely experimental and 
not put into actual use, he explained.

An element such as potassium is 
injected to make combustion gases 
electrically conductive, he said. The 
potassium combines with the sulfur as 
potassium sulfate and precipitates out, 
he explained. 
Then they are separated and the 
potassium can be recycled and the 
sulfur sold. 
- 
Degler said this project is just the 
first step in a national development 
program for the technique. Next wil 
come a 50-megawatt pilot plant an 
then a 300-megawatt demonstratic 
plant, he said. 
Degler predicted that the federal 
government will spend up to $300 
million on the program in the next 
decade. 
He said the Interior Department’s 
Office of Coal Research is expected to 
call for bids on the five-megawatt 
project in the next couple of months.

Tangled custody 
fight continues 


TA LLA H A SSEE, Fla. (A P ) - Three 
boys at the center of a two-state 
struggle for custody by their parents 
have been surrendered to Florida after 
officials agreed not to prosecute their 
father for child stealing. 
John S. Slater, 33, of Oakley, Ohio, 
near Cincinnati, turned over his three 
sons, ages 8, IO, and ll, Monday to the 
Leon County Juvenile Court which 
placed them in the county’s emergency 
shelter pending a custody hearing Ju ly 
15. 


The youngsters are the subject of a 
dispute between Slater and his first 
wife, Judith Ann Slater Holland, 28, of 
Tallahassee. 


Florida law prohibits publication of 
the children’s names. 
Slater and his second wife, Pauline, 
voluntarily brought the children to 
Tallahassee to turn them over to 
Florida authorities as part of an 
agreement reached in an extradition 
hearing in Ohio. 
At Monday’s hearing, Asst. State 
Atty. Frank Amatea said Florida would 
not prosecute Slater for taking the 
children 
from 
M rs. 
Holland 
in 
Tallahassee last December. 
The state had begun extradition 
proceedings 
against 
Slater, 
but 
dropped them when he agreed to bring 
the children to Tallahassee. 
Under an agreement reached in an 
Ohio court, the children were to be 
placed in a neutral setting pending 
outcome of the dispute, and Leon 
County Circuit Judge Jam es Joanos 
was to withdraw from the case. 
But Ken Davis, Slater’s Tallahassee 
attorney, asked Joanos Monday to stay 
on the case. 
A settlement of the custody dispute — 
which has brought accusations of child 
stealing from both sides — is expected 
July 15 in the hearing before Joanos. 
The three boys were living with Mrs. 
Holland and her husband, Jam es W. 
Holland III, 26, a sophomore at Florida 
State University last December, when 
Slater drove down from Ohio and took 
the boys home with him. 
Slater was awarded custody of their 
five children — four boys and a 
daughter — when they were divorced in 
1970. He took the children to Cincinnati 
but allowed them to visit his ex-wife in 
1971. 
Slater said he didn’t see the children 
again until May, 1973, when he found 
them in Florida and took them back to 
Cincinnati.

Old champs head Western field 


OAK BROOK, 111. (A P) — A new 
course and a couple of old champions 
are the key attractions in the $200,000 
Western Open golf tournament. 
Billy Casper, 43, and Arnold Palm a", 
44, are the old masters heading the 144- 
man field for Thursday’s start of this, 
one of the oldest, most venerable of the 
tour stops. 
The new course is the 7,002-yard, par-

Golf Gub in the Chicago suburbs which 
is the pros are tackling for the first 
time.

So far as winning is con­ 
cerned, there is no difference 
between making a contract on 
its merits, because you have the 
necessary values, and making a 
contract because your op­ 
ponents err. 
It is certainly csmmon 
knowledge that declarer makes 
a lot of hands as a result of 
defensive errors. Naturally, 
anything he can do to induce 
such an error is a step in the 
right direction. 
West leads a diamond against 
four spades. Declarer sees four 


losers — a heart, two diamonds 
and a club — and must try to 
salvage one of them. 
If the defenders could see 
South’s hand, they would surely 
stop the contract. But since 
declarer’s assets and liabilities 
are normally concealed from 
the prying eyes of the defen­ 
ders, declarer can often trade 
upon this advantage. 
South’s best method of play is 
to win the diamond and return a 
low heart. East follows low and 
the jack loses to the ace. The 
defenders thereupon cash two 
diamonds and switch to a club. 
Declarer wins with the king, 
draws 
trumps 
ending 
in 
dummy, and plays the queen of 
hearts. This traps East’s king 
and South disposes of his club 
loser on one of dummy’s hearts. 
The only way East can foil 
declarer is by playing the king 
when the three of hearts is led 
from dummy at trick two. 
However, going up with the king 
of hearts is a whole lot easier 
when you see all four hands 
than when you see only the East 
hand and dummy. The plain 
unvarnished fact is that not 
many players would rise to the 
occasion and, in any case, 
nothing is lost by putting East to 
the test. 
Note that declarer makes his 
move as soon as possible — 
without drawing trumps and 
without giving the defense an 
inkling of what he is up to.

Thus it is necessary to 
take the drugs at regular in­ 
tervals to maintain an effective 
level in the blood stream. 
A long period of sleep reduces 
the effective level This is why 
the pharmaceutical industry 
has 
developed 
excellent 
methods of coating drugs for 
release at regular intervals. 
This assures continued action. 
Many antibiotics, cortisone 
and other drugs are injected 
into the body in a special oily 
substance to maintain a con­ 
stant flow into the blood stream. 
This, in essence, is a variation 
of the idea of the long-acting, 
coated drugs.

Corn planting 
still delayed 
due to rains 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A familiar 
pattern of delayed planting in the Corn 
Belt persists, with 5 per cent of the 
acreage remaining to be planted in Il­ 
linois and Indiana, says the Agriculture 
Department. 
Most corn has emerged in Iowa but 
heavy rains and erosion have cut into 
stands in parts of the state, the depart­ 
ment said Tuesday in a weekly weather 
report. It followed a special report on 
Monday showing the 1974 corn crop 
nationally will be down nearly 300 
million bushels from earlier in­ 
dications. 
Moreover, the weather report said, 
corn development varies widely 
throughout the Midwest, from newly 
emerged seedlings to plants seven 
inches high in Michigan and Indiana; 
15 inches in Ohio ; and up to three feet in 
southern Nebraska. 
Farmers began catching up rapidly 
on soybean planting last week, the 
report said, with about 81 per cent of 
the crop planted in the Corn Belt, com­ 
pared with 85 per cent last year on June 
23 and 93 per cent normally. 
The wheat harvest gained last week 
and moved ahead of normal in much of 
the southern Great Plains. The report 
said the Texas harvest was 86 per cent 
finished by last weekend, about double 
the progress of last year. Oklahoma 
farmers were winding up, and in Kan­ 
sas 35 per cent of the crop was cut by 
last Sunday. 
Cotton farmers in Texas moved to 94 
per cent completion in planting their 
1974 crop last week, behind a year- 
earlier pace of 99 per cent, the report 
said.

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Scene from 1964 flood here 
Dredging project here 
was money well spent 


A project completed nearly six years ago is probably primarily 
responsible for preventing thousands of dollars in flood damages in 
Washington C.H. over the weekend as the city experienced one of its 
heaviest rainfalls. 
The U.S. Army Corps of Engineers, Huntington, W. Va., completed a 
channel improvement project on Paint Creek through Washington C.H. 
during the summer of 1968 and the creek dredging work salvaged the city 
from possible large monetary losses when a heavy band of thun­ 
derstorms swooped through here last weekend. 
City Manager Dan Wolford is confident that the 1968 creek dredging 
project by the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers was well worth its $105,000 
price tag. 
The city has also spent approximately $225,000 for new storm sewer 
construction since 1965 in an attempt to ease flooding conditions. 
Official Washington C.H. weather observer Coyt A. Stookey measured 
a total of 3.77 inches of precipitation here over a 48-hour period last 
weekend, but other amateur weather watchers gauged as much as 5.4 
inches. 
Regardless, the rainfall is believed to be the most since the 1968 flood 
here. Paint Creek never overflowed its banks during the heavy thun­ 
dershowers last weekend. 
City officials admit there were a few spots along city streets where the 
storm sewers were unable to carry the heavy load, but to their 
knowledge, there were no large monetary losses here as the result of the 
deluge of rain. 
Some streets were temporarily blocked and the only street that was 
closed for any length of time was Oakland Avenue in the area of Cherry 
Hill Elementary school. 
Paint Creek poured over its banks and flooded streets in May of 1968 
when Washington C.H. received its heaviest rainfall in 20 years. Rainfall 
figures topped 7.3 inches in a 36-hour period. Of that total, 4.73 inches 
were recorded in a 24-hour period. 
Flood loss in Fayette County was estimated at $3.7 million in a four-day 
span. The estimate included $1.5 million in a 21-car derailment on the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, north of Bloomingburg, and a $2 million 
crop loss. 
Interestingly, the May rainfall was a staggering 13.22-inch total. 
In March of 1964, Fayette County streams overflowed their banks, 
flooding many homes, sending water over virtually every road in the 
county and forcing all schools to close. Many homes were also evacuated. 
The county received seven inches of rain in two days during the 1964 
flood.

According to figures compiled by the former City Manager Jack 
Whitmer, a monetary loss of $202,242 was suffered in the 1964 flood. The 
loss included damage to IO industries at $158,125; damages to 79 
residences at $28,612, and $31,505 to 41 parcels of rural real estate totaling 
2,272 acres. 
Records kept at the City Office Building also disclose a loss of $109,800 
from a 1959 flood. 
There’s no question about the value of the 1968 creek dredging project, 
but city street department workers and youths employed by the city 
under state and federally-funded summer job programs have also been 
instrumental in preventing flood conditions. 
Each summer the workers have been clearing the debris from banks of 
Paint Creek through Washington C.H. In years past the debris along the 
creek banks was largely responsible for flooding. 


NFO faces fraud suit

NFO President Oren Lee Staley has 
suggested in a newsletter to members 
that the commission’s probe is part of a 
government effort to ruin the group. 
Staley pointed out that the NFO was 
listed among White House “ enemies” 
in Watergate testimony by ousted 
presidential counsel John W. Dean III. 
An SEC spokesman denied on 
Tuesday that the suit is related to the 
enemies list. “ The charges speak for 
themselves*” he said. 
The suit charges that the farm 
organization is in the red and can’t pay 
its bills. 
NFO, which markets a broad range 
of commodities for its members, has 
had trouble collecting the $75-a-year 


Nixon inks NATO paper

President Nixon paused today in his 
journey to the Moscow summit to join 
America’s chief European allies in the 
ceremonial signing of the new Atlantic 
Alliance declaration. 
The signing ceremony lasted about 15 
minutes as the representatives of the 
alliance’s 15 members fixed their 
signatures in rapid succession to the 
document. The Dutch secretary-gen­ 
eral of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization, Joseph M. A. H. Luns, 
made a brief speech in French and 
English, before the meeting adjourned 
for picture taking. 
France’s new president, Valery 
Giscard d’Estaing was absent and sent 
Premier Jacques Chirac. It was the 
first appearance of a French premier 
at NATO headquarters since President 
Charles de Gaulle expelled the 
alliance’s military headquarters from 
France. 
“ Without the alliance, it is doubtful 
that detente with the Soviet Union 
would have begun, and without a 
continuing strong alliance, it is 
doubtful if the detente would continue,” 
Nixon said on his arrival Tuesday night 
in the Belgian capital. 
The declaration approved last week 
at the spring meeting of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization for­ 
malizes a pledge that the United States 
will consult NATO’S 14 other members 
before staking out new policies. 
After the signing by Nixon and heads 
of the other allied governments, the 
American President was to brief his 
allies about his Moscow trip at a closed 
session and then hold individual con­ 
ferences with West German Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt, British Prime Minis­ 
ter Harold Wilson and Italian Premier 
Mariano Rumor. 
Nixon in his arrival remarks said his 
presence at NATO headquarters 
between his visits to the Middle East 
and Moscow “ symbolizes the central 


role that the Atlantic Alliance plays in 
pursuing our goal of a lasting peace in 
the world.” 
The President and Mrs. Nixon 
remain in Brussels until Thursday, 


when they fly to the Soviet capital for 
the third annual meeting between 
Nixon and Soviet Communist party 
chief Leonid I. Brezhnev.

expected to produce a partial ban on 
underground nuclear weapon tests and 
an agreement in principle to further

JU D G E J. DONALD Ratcliff sen­ 
tenced the two to 2 to 5 years for escape 
Vinyl-chloride-cancer link 
brings call for safeguards 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A medical 
study has produced new evidence 
suggesting a high incidence of death 
from a rare liver cancer among factory 
employes working with vinyl chloride, 
a chemical widely used in the plastics 
industry. 


A study of vinyl chloride workers at 
the Goodyear plant in Niagara Falls, 
N.Y., found that three of 24 deaths were 
due to the cancer angiosarcoma. 
Dr. Irving J. Selikoff, director of the 
Environmental Sciences Laboratory of 
the Mount Sinai School of Medicine, 
cited the study. He emphasized the 
critical importance of reducing the 
amount of vinyl chloride workers are 
exposed to, to a “ no detectable level” 
as proposed by the Labor Department.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Some key 
Pentagon officials are concerned that 
sharing certain U.S. technology with 
Russia under the detente policy could 
impair national security. 
This concern smoldered as President 
Nixon prepared for his coming Moscow 
visit, during which new and broadened 
agreements are expected in fur­ 
therance of detente. 
Officials are worried mostly about 
the transfer of critical advanced 
computer technology, which has 
military as well as civilian application. 
The Russians are said to trail the 
United States in important aspects of 
this technology. 
Also bothering defense officials is the 
possibility that the Russians might be 
helped to gain ground in the field of mi­ 
cro-electronics. 
So far, officials said, government 
safeguards are working adequately. 
But there have been conflicts among 
the State, Commerce and Defense 
departments, which look at the 
question from differing viewpoints, 
Pentagon officials said. The State 
Department is anxious to promote de­ 


tente, the Commerce Department 
wants to open up the Russian market 
for U.S. business, and the Defense 
Department considers itself the 
guardian of national security. 
“We are not in opposition to detente,’’ 
said one senior Pentagon official. “But 
we must pursue detente within the 
bounds of national security.” 
In a rare speech, Vice Adm. Vincent 
de Poix, director of the Defense 
Intelligence Agency, several weeks ago 
sounded what he called “a small note of 
caution.” 
“Detente is intended to, and certainly 
does, facilitate technological research 
and development exchange and con­ 
tacts through cooperative agreement, 
the increased availability of credits 
and relaxed export controls,” de Poix 
said. 
“But it is not intended to do so at the 
expense of our national security. While 
exchange at the level of basic research 
poses no problem in this regard, this

4-year-old boy regains life after 100-1 odds 


TORRANCE, Calif. (AP) — The 4- 
year-old boy’s heart and breathing had 
stopped and doctors working to revive 
him estimated his chances for survival 
were “no more than one to two in IOO.” 
But on Tuesday, one week after he 
accidentally shot himself, William 
Horton asked a Harbor General 
Hospital nurse, “When can I go 
home?” 
The .25 caliber bullet pierced 
William’s aorta, ripped through his 
intestines in seven different places and 
lodged in his back. 
Dr. Michael Peter, a senior resident 
in surgery who helped save the boy, 
told a news conference that a gunshot 
wound which penetrates the aorta is 
usually fatal. The aorta is the artery 
through which blood flows from the 
heart into the body. 
Peter said the chances of a person 
surviving the injury “would be cer­ 
tainly no more than one to two in IOO 
and quite likely much less.” 
He 
said 
William’s 
survival 
“represented a lot of good luck along 
with good care.” 
Peter said William’s brain lacked 
oxygen for about 15 to 20 minutes, 
possibly “as long as 25 minutes,” and 
this condition for longer than eight 
minutes can result in permanent brain 
damage. Children seem to tolerate this 


condition for longer periods than 
adults, he said. 
“He has responded to questions and 
his memory is good,” Peter said. “We 
feel certain there is no damage and he 
should recover completely.” 
The boy’s mother, Beatrice Horton, 
36, of Carson, Calif., said of her son’s 
accident, “... ITI tell you one thing, I 
never want to have another gun in my 
possession like that again.” 
She said she had her automatic 
handgun in her purse the day of the 
accident because she was carrying 
about $500 with which she planned to 
purchase a minimotorbike for William. 
She said she drove into a service 
station and left the car briefly. 


What he did, apparently, was reach 
inside my purse and hit the safety and 
the trigger all at the same time,” Mrs. 
Horton said. 
The boy was rushed to the hospital 
about one mile away, but appeared to 
be dead, doctors said—there was no 
heartbeat, no pulse, no spontaneous 
respiration. William’s abdomen had 
filled with blood. 
Doctors stopped the blood flow, 
administered cardiac massage and 
William’s heartbeat began again. In 
three hours of surgery, doctors cut out 
the injured portion of the aorta, sewed 
the two remaining ends together and 
then repaired the seven holes in the in­ 
testines.

Henry A. Kissinger may have to make 
a later trip to Moscow to keep the 
momentum going. But he also left open 
the possibly that Nixon and Brezhnev 
would narrow their differences suf­ 
ficiently to enable them to draw up 
treaty guidelines for their delegations 
at the Strategic Arms Limitation Talks 
in Geneva. 
The first Nixon-Brezhnev summit in 
1972 produced an interim agreement 
limiting some offensive nuclear 
weapons for five years and ending 
some defense systems permanently. 
One of the principal differences bet­ 
ween the two governments in the 
current round involves what con­ 
sideration to give warheads with 
multiple missiles. 
Nixon and Brezhnev also are ex­ 
pected to sign a 10-year agreement 
providing for cooperation in science, 
technology and economics. The Soviet 
Union has similar agreements with 
France and West Germany, and the 
draft that has been drawn up is 
reported to overlap other Soviet- 
American agreements signed in the 
past two years. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Charles W. 
Colson, a former White House aide, has 
been disbarred by the U.S. District 
Court here because of his guilty plea to 
obstruction of justice in trying to smear 
Daniel Ellsberg. 
The order was signed Tuesday by 
three judges of the District of Columbia 
court. 
Colson also is licensed to practice law 
in Virginia and Massachusetts, but 
disbarment in one court jurisdiction 
usually results in complete disbar­ 
ment.

Gadget combats 
'cafe coronary' 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The Ohio 
Department of Health is promoting a $6 
plastic gadget it says could cure the 
sixth leading cause of death in the 
nation—the “cafe coronary.” 
“It’s ranked as the sixth leading 
cause of death in our country,” said 
Tom Magoto, director of the depart­ 
m en t’s accident prevention 
and 
product safety program. 
’T hat means this would exceed 
aircraft accidents, firearms, lightning, 
snake and insect bites,” he said. 
“We’re trying to make the food oper­ 
ators aware of what the problem is.” 
The cafe coronary is actually food 
asphyxiation, caused by a person 
literally biting off more than he can 
chew. The food lodges in the throat, 
blocking the air passage. 
“Symptoms of food asphyxiation are 
so often mistaken to be that of a 
coronary victim, but they’re very 
different,” he said. 
“The victim of choking is unable to 
breath, talk or cough. He turns blue in 
the face and collapses. 
“This is fast, four to five minutes,” 
and the person is dead, Magoto said. In 
contrast, he said, a coronary victim 
can breathe and is conscious. 
The culprit usually is a chunk of 
steak, with the average size that of a 
pack of cigarettes, Magoto said. 
“Backstopping is a waste of time 
ordinarily,” he said. “It may cause it to 
be more deeply imbedded, unless you 


can get the victim upside down, up­ 
ended. If you’re dealing with an adult, 
this can be quite an obstacle.” 
He 
said 
m outh-to-m outh 
re ­ 
suscitation also is generally un­ 
successful. 
“The real remedy is retrieving the 
food, with fingers if necessary,” he 
said. ’This is difficult to do because of 
the size of the fingers or hand.” 
That’s the reason for the choke saver, 
he said. The device is a nine-inch pair 
of curved plastic tweezers. 
“It’s a real wicked looking bird,” 
Magoto said. But he said it can save 
lives. 
“I’m not a physician, of course, but 
perhaps misuse could scratch or hurt 
the throat,” Magoto said when asked 
about hazards. “But that would be less 
than a person choking to death. 
’’We’re m aking a gen eral rec­ 
ommendation, that we think food 
operators should supply at least one of 
these, very accessible, at the ready,” 
he said. 
He said field workers for the health 
departm ent are cariyip&Jfce, device^ 
and S tim tin g the 
operators. So far, he said,11 appears* 
few restaurants know of th e devices or 
even of cafe coronaries. 
“There are some people, just a few, 
that 
were

EDITOR, RECORD-HERALD : 
Last Tuesday I attended Rotary as a 
guest of one of my member friends at 
which time I listened to an address by 
Dr. Sweet of the Department of 
Economic and Community Develop­ 
ment, (DECD). The DECD is a cabinet 
level agency in 'GovShtor Gilligan’s 
administrative complex. 
Dr. SwdeUpokfe on th e State planning 
area set-up trnt did not have time to 
deal specifically as to where Fayette 
County stands and how we will be af­ 
fected. 
Fayette County, along with Franklin, 
Delaware, Fairfield, Licking, Madison, 
Pickaway and Union comprise plan­ 
ning area six. 
In the very beginning (about 17 
m onths ago) your representative 
requested in writing that Fayette 
should not be a part of planning area 
six but a part of area seven instead (if 
we had to part of something). This was 
because we have vastly more in 
common with the counties to the south 
of us than we have with Franklin. 
The chief hangup in the attempt to 
organize has been the allocation of 
voting strength. In the beginning, 
Franklin suggested it be allocated on 
the basis population - one man one vote. 
This sounds “catchy” until we start 
reflecting on the fact that this would 
leave us with 2.4 per cent of the voting 
strength and Franklin with almost 71.0 
per cent. All this in a situation which is 
not of our own choosing or liking. 
Under this plan, 
with 
Franklin 
having 71.0 per cent and the other seven 
counties collectively inheriting the 
remaining 29.0 per cent, you can easily 
see Why your representative pointed 
out it would hardly be worth while for 
anyone except Franklin to attend a 
meeting. We’ve been assured they are 
“good fellows” and would not impose 
upon us. We pointed out we are “good 
fellows” too and we could not impose on 
Franklin if we were granted weighted 
voting rights or veto provisions. 
With this background, I will simply 
state to you that since Jan., 1973 many 
plans have been submitted (Fayette 
submitted one) in an attempt to arrive 
at a satisfactory distribution of voting 
strength. Chairman Dorrian 
even 
appointed a special committee which 
came up with a plan everyone thought 
could very well be “it.” 
Guess what happened. At our last 
meeting Mayor Moody, representing 
the mayors of Franklin county, stated 
that 
after 
m uch 
thought 
and 
deliberation had concluded that the 
special com m ittee’s report was 
unacceptable and they were insisting 
on the one man one vote principle. 
Precisely where we were 17 months 
ago. 
In all fairness, I should point out the 
mayors did consent to a veto provision 
which could be 
invoked 
by 
any 
representative of any affected unit of 
government. Sounds fine until you read 
further and find out it takes a % vote to 
sustain said veto. 
This m eans all seven sm aller 
counties would have to vote solidly to 
support said veto and would have to 
have five votes from Franklin county 
delegation in addition. 
If there is a groundswell of support in 
favor of this 
latest 
proposal 
of 
Franklin, let me know.

Fair skies 
cover much 
of nation

A storm system that dumped 
torrential rains on the Florida 
Peninsula weakened as it moved out to 
open sea today, but showers lingered 
along much of the Eastern Seaboard. 
With only isolated exceptions, the 
rest of the nation basked in sunshine. 
A disturbance building off the 
Mexican coast threatened to grow into 
the season’s first tropical storm. Winds 
of 30 to 35 miles per hour Were reported 
Tuesday night, just below the threshold 
for a tropical storm. 
Florida received only scattered 
thundershowers overnight, including 
nearly an inch of rain at Miami. 
Tuesday, a storm system drenched the 
state, dumping 
11.03 inches in 
Homosassa and 10.5 inches in Her­ 
nando, both along the Gulf coast. 
Clouds and some rainfall were 
concentrated over the northern and 
Middle Atlantic coast, stretching as far 
inland as the eastern Great Lakes and 
Ohio Valley.

AKRON, Ohio (AP)—Earth — the 
“little blue planet third from the sun” 
— is being visited by extraterrestrial 
beings and has been for centuries, 
beings who take samples that include 
the living, “ufologists” say. 
The ufologists—a coined word from 
UFO, unidentified flying object, and 
the suffix “ology” that means “the 
study of”— come from such diverse 
fields as quality control management 
in a Quincy, 111., manufacturing plant, 
free-lance writing in New York City, 
and psychiatry in Montclair, N.J. 
Eight addressed about 400 par­ 
ticipants in last weekend’s UFO 
Symposium centered on “a scientific 
assault on the UFO enigma,” spon­ 
sored by the Midwest UFO Network, 
Inc. (MUFON). 
MUFON’s director, Walter H. 
Andrus Jr. of Quincy, 111., described the 
nonprofit organization founded in 1969 
as “people seriously interested in 
resolving the mysteries of the UFO 
phenomenon by combining their 
mutual talents, research and in­ 
vestigative efforts. 
“Overwhelming data is available to 
confirm 
the 
existence 
of 
the 
phenomenon known as unidentified 
flying objects,” Andrus said. 
Dr. BertholdJE. Schwarz, a Mont­ 
clair, N.J., psychiatrist and consultant 
to the Brain Wave Laboratory, Essex 
County Hospital Center, Cedar Grove, 
N.J., called it “strange and regrettable 
that despite the millions of people who 
have supposedly seen UFOs, and the 
many who have had close encounters 
with them, or who might have had 
various highly intriguing U FO - 
induced biological effects and, for 
some, alleged experiences with entities

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or creatures, so few of these people- 
credible contactees-have been studied 
and reported upon by physicians.”

Kentucky visit 
COVINGTON, Ky. (AP) — Joseph 
Cardinal Mindszenty, who carried on a 
long war against Communism by going 
into 15 years of self-imposed exile, 
arrived here Tuesday as part of a 20- 
city American visit. 
The 82-year-old cardinal was to hold 
a news conference today. 
He marked his arrival by officiating 
at a Solemn Pontifical Concelebrated 
High Mass Tuesday night in the 
Cathedral Basilica of the Assumption 
in Covington. 


—Of landings that leave physical 
traces, typically baked-appearing soil, 
landing gear indentations, and circular 
ground patterns;

To a man, apparently, the re­ 
searchers contend that now is the time 
for serious, open, indepth and open- 
minded investigation of the phenomena 
reportedly experienced by about 15 
million Americans thus far, according 
to a November 1973 Gallup poll they 
often cite. 
Again to a man, apparently, the 
researchers said they accept the 
proposition that the UFO are real, that 
some are extraterrestrial, and that 
some alien-to-Earthling contact ap­ 
parently is real. 
Proof? Well, that’s another matter, 
they said. They agreed with the need 
for proof and said they’d like nothing 
better than the money, interest and 
expertise to seek it. They insist it’s 
there to be found. 
Marjorie Fish of Oak Harbor, a 
former elementary school teacher, 
reported spending six years pain­ 
stakingly searching astronomical 


catalogs and other reference material 
in an attempt to match a star map 
drawn by a Portsmouth, N.H., woman, 
Betty Hill, after Mrs. Hill’s reported 
two-hour examination aboard an alien 
UFO. The map was based on a star 
model Mrs. Hill said the aliens showed 
her while examining her late husband. 
Now Miss Fish said she has suc­ 
ceeded in matching the map with 
reality but only by using data which 
first became available on Earth five 
years after the map was drawn. 
The map, Miss Fish said, “could only 
have been drawn after contact with 
extraterrestrials.” 
“I stay away from the word proof,” 
says Stanton Friedman, a Pedando 
Beach, Calif., nuclear physicist who 
now makes his living lecturing on 


UFOs. “But Marjorie’s work is one 
instance in which I can use it. Marjorie 
would rank as one of the two most 
objective people I’ve known.” 
Another typical facet among the 
researchers’ comments is that their 
own attitudes were disbelieving until, 
as Ted Phillips of Sedalia, Mo., put it, 
“I got into the investigations myself 
and I talked to the people. 
“The people are the key; they are the 
evidence,” the Missouri state highway 
inspector said in an interview. “You 
can’t help but believe that something 
really happened to them when you talk 
to them.” 
Equally recurrent is the insistence by 
those who make the study is that the 
government is receiving and hiding 
key, frequent and significant reports.

TV Viewing

NASHVILLE, Tenn. (AP) — Music 
Row. The name evokes a bucolic 
boulevard of country balladiers, 
tobacco-chewing tunesmiths, good ol’ 
boys who came here barefoot, with no 
other visible means of support than a 
dream, and who currently drive 
Cadillacs. 
Now Music Row, 1974, encompasses 
about five blocks. It’s still down-home, 
still tree-lined, bu,t its music and loot 
therefrom no longer is pure country. 
It’s also pop, soul and jingles. 
Jingles? Yeah, those 30-and 60- 
second radio or TV ditties that urge you 
to fly United, drink Miller beer, shave 
with Gillette and hopefully keep on 
truckin’ in a GMC model. All were 
recorded here. 
And though Nashville’s jungle works 
still is small by New York or Los 
Angeles standards, it’s growing. One 
union official claims work here is up 
“at least IOO per cent from three years 
ago.” 
He’s Paul Wilder, secretary of the 
local American Federation of Radio 
and Television Artists — AFTRA — 
office. 
Wilder, a lean, tanned man, says 
when he joined the local eight years ago 


it only had 43 members. Now it has 600, 
he says, and 50 per cent of them 
regularly announce on or sing in jingles 
here. 
He partly attributes the growth to a 
local fee, set in 1970, that was so rock­ 
bottom “we almoft gave it away. But 
it’s also due to the wealth of talent we 
have, the ‘sound’ they get. 
“Our problem was, how do you get 
major ad agencies to at least come see 
what we have here? And the answer 
was the local rate.” 
He said it only applies to com­ 
mercials aired here. The far higher 
rate for commercials destined for 
national or major market broadcast is 
the same as in Los Angeles and New 
York. 
“But at least it got our foot in the 
door,” he said. 
The 
American 
Federation 
of 
Musicians local, which claims 2,300 
members, says at least 500 to 600 of 
them regularly do jingle dates under a 
local and national fee plan similar to 
that of AFTRA. 
It estimates the city has 50 jingle 
production firms, but Music Row 
veterans say only about four or five of 
these get most of the nationally or 
regionally aired jingle trade.

Slow down drugs 
given too freely? 


CHICAGO (AP) — About twice as 
many children are being given drugs 
for hyperactivity as should be, says an 
Ohio researcher. 
He says the drugs are administered 
for the benefit of teachers and parents 
who simply want to control unruly 
children. 
The researcher, Dr. Herbert E. Hie, 
told said Tuesday at the American 
Medical Association’s annual meeting 
children who have not been thoroughly 
examined are being labeled hyper­ 
active. 
The diagnosis, and prescription of 
drugs, is being made on the basis of 
parents’ and teachers’ reports and su­ 
perficial examination, he claimed. 
Rie, professor of pediatrics and 
psychology at Ohio State University, 
told newsmen later that about 4 per 
cent 
of 
children 
are 
deemed 
hyperactive, while probably only 2 per 
cent actually are, based on thorough 
neurological 
and 
psychological 
examinations. 
A child’s agitated behavior may grow 
out of environmental and 
not 
neurological conditions, he said. 
“It is my impression that the 
physician often relies upon parental or 
school complaints as the primary basis 
for his diagnosis of hyperactivity,” Rie 
said. “Kids whom people don’t tolerate 
for many reasons are given this 
label”. 
Stimulant medications, which have 
the effect of making children more 
tranquil, have been considered to make 
children more attentive and thereby 
enable them to learn more. 
But Rie said just because they’re 
quiet doesn’t mean they’re learning 
any more. Studies at Ohio State have 
shown learning is not increased, he 
added.

County CAC receives 
summer program grant 


COLUMBUS—Ohio Gov. John J. 
Gilligan today announced the award of 
$48,586 in federal manpower revenue 
sharing funds to the Fayette County 
Community Action Commission for 
summer youth program. 
The grant is one of the first to be 
awarded under the recently enacted 
Comprehensive Employment and 
Training Act of 1973 (CETA). 
The funds will provide salaries for 
disadvantaged youth ages 14-22 par­ 
ticipating 
in 
work 
experience 
programs as well as funds for work- 
related services such as medical 
examinations, transportation to work 
sites and counseling. The Community 
Action Commission will operate 
programs in Fayette County. 
The grant is one of 27 grants totaling 
more than $3.4 million which will 
provide summer youth programs in 62 
“balance-of-state” counties in Ohio. 


Under 
the 
Comprehensive 
Employment and Training Act, units of 
government or combinations of units of 
government may become “prime 
sponsors” and request manpower 
revenue sharing funds. Units of 
government choosing not to become 
“prime sponsors” are part of the 
“balance-of-state” area with the state 
as the “prime sponsor.” The state then 
contracts with the areas to deliver 
manpower services. There are 64 
counties in the “balance-of-state.” 
The grants for summer youth 
programs represent at least 95 per cent 
of the amount of funds counties 
received last summer for youth 
programs. The amount of the grant was 
determined under a formula devised by 
the Manpower Development Division of 
the Ohio Department of Economic and 
Community Development. 
Celina power plant| 
set for experiment 


DAYTON, Ohio (AP) — A municipal 
power plant in Celina apparently will 
be the site of a federal government 
experiment with a pollution-free 
method of burning high-sulfur coal, the 
first such project ever conducted 
outside of Russia. 
The technique, called magneto 
hydrodynamics, reportedly would 
eliminate sulfur dioxide emissions, the 
target of stricter anti-pollution stan­ 
dards for utilities. 
The Celina plant has been deac­ 
tivated because the use of low-sulfur 
[ Coal to generate electricity has become 
uneconomical, according to Gerrold 
Degler, senior engineer at Dayton’s 
Systems Research Laboratories, one of 
several firms planning to bid for the 
contract for the pilot project. 
Degler said only a small five- 
megawatt system is planned at Celina.

Tangled custody 
fight continues 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla. (AP) - Three 
boys at the center of a two-state 
struggle for custody by their parents 
have been surrendered to Florida after 
officials agreed not to prosecute their 
father for child stealing. 
John S. Slater, 33, of Oakley, Ohio,

Ohio court, the children were to be 
placed in a neutral setting pending 
outcome of the dispute, and Leon 
County Circuit Judge James Joanos 
was to withdraw from the case. 
But Ken Davis, Slater’s Tallahassee 
attorney, asked Joanos Monday to stay 
on the case. 
A settlement of the custody dispute — 
which has brought accusations of child 
stealing from both sides — is expected 
July 15 in the hearing before Joanos. 
The three boys were living with Mrs. 
Holland and her husband, James W. 
Holland III, 26, a sophomore at Florida 
State University last December, when 
Slater drove down from Ohio and took 
the, boys home with him. 
Slater was awarded custody of their 
five children — four boys and a 
daughter — when they were divorced in 
1970. He took the children to Cincinnati 
but allowed them to visit his ex-wife in 
1971. 
Slater said he didn’t see the children 
again until May, 1973, when he found 
them in Florida and took them back to 
Cincinnati.

NFL talks 
to continue 
WASHINGTON (A P) - National 
Football League owners and players 
meet at the bargaining table again 
today in an effort to get some 
movement in their contract talks, 
something they haven’t been able to do 
since the players’ union made its 
demands last March 16. 
After a six-hour, often-heated session 
Tuesday, federal mediator Jam es 
Scearce said he was trying to be op­ 
timistic, “ but there are tremendous 
differences between the parties.” 
No compromise was reached during 
the meeting on any of the 63 demands 
made by the N FL Players Association, 
an indication there will be a strike next 
Monday. 
John Thompson, executive director 
of the N FL Management Council, the 
owners’ bargaining agent, said: 
“ We’re still optimistic that we can 
avoid trouble before it really counts— 
and that’s early in Ju ly.” 
The San Diego Chargers open their 
training camp Ju ly 3, first of the 26 
N FL teams to call their players 
together. The first game scheduled is 
the Ju ly 26 nationally televised 
exhibition between the Super Bowl 
champion Miami Dolphins and the 
College All-Stars in Chicago. 
Tuesday’s meeting between the two 
parties was the first since talks broke 
down June 13 in New York and was 
called by Scearce. Another is scheduled 
for Thursday. The mediator said he 
would like to keep the two sides 
together through the weekend if there 
is any hope for resolution. 
Thompson said the owners brought to 
Tuesday’s meeting several new offers 
in the areas of insurance and pensions. 
B ill Curry of Houston, union 
president, described the offers as “ a 50 
per cent decrease from what we got in 
1970,” considering inflation and other 
economic factors. 
There was no discussion of the so­ 
called “freedom issues,” including the 
reserve and option clauses, the crux of 
the 63 items the union has demanded of 
management, although there were 
indications they might come up today.

So far as winning is con­ 
cerned, there is no difference 
between making a contract on 
its merits, because you have the 
necessary values, and making a 
contract because your op­ 
ponents err. 
It is certainly ..common 
knowledge that declarer makes 
a lot of hands as a result of 
defensive errors. Naturally, 
anything he can do to induce 
such an error is a step in the 
right direction. 
West leads a diamond against 
four spades. Declarer sees four 


losers — a heart, two diamonds 
and a club — and must try to 
salvage one of them. 
If the defenders could see 
South’s hand, they would surely 
stop the contract. But since 
declarer’s assets and liabilities 
are normally concealed from 
the prying eyes of the defen­ 
ders, declarer can often trade 
upon this advantage. 
South’s best method of play is 
to win the diamond and return a 
low heart. East follows low and 
the jack loses to the ace. The 
defenders thereupon cash two 
diamonds and switch to a club. 
Declarer wins with the king, 
draws 
trumps ending 
in 
dummy, and plays the queen of 
hearts. This traps East’s king 
and South disposes of his club 
loser on one of dummy’s hearts. 
The only way East can foil 
declarer is by playing the king 
when the three of hearts is led 
from dummy at trick two. 
However, going up with the king 
of hearts is a whole lot easier 
when you see all four hands 
than when you see only the East 
hand and dummy. The plain 
unvarnished fact is that not 
many, players wqujd rise to, the. 
occasion and, in any case, 
nothing is lost by putting East to 
the test. 
Note that declarer makes his 
move as soon as possible — 
without drawing trumps and 
without giving the defense an 
inkling of what he is up to.

Long-Acting Drugs... 


Corn planting 
still delayed 
due to rains 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A familiar 
pattern of delayed planting in the Corn 
Belt persists, with 5 per cent of the 
acreage remaining to be planted in Il­ 
linois and Indiana, says the Agriculture 
Department. 
Most corn has emerged in Iowa but 
heavy rains and erosion have cut into 
stands in parts of the state, the depart­ 
ment said Tuesday in a weekly weather 
report. It followed a special report on 
Monday showing the 1974 corn crop 
nationally will be down nearly 300 
million bushels from earlier in­ 
dications. 
Moreover, the weather report said, 
corn development varies widely 
throughout the Midwest, from newly 
emerged seedlings to plants seven 
inches high in Michigan and Indiana ; 
15 inches in Ohio; and up to three feet in 
southern Nebraska. 
Farmers began catching up rapidly 
on soybean planting last week, the 
report said, with about 81 per cent of 
the crop planted in the Corn Belt, com­ 
pared with 85 per cent last year on June 
23 and 93 per cent normally. 
The wheat harvest gained last week 
and moved ahead of normal in much of 
the southern Great Plains. The report 
said the Texas harvest was 86 per cent 
finished by last weekend, about double 
the progress of last year. Oklahoma 
farmers were winding up, and in Kan­ 
sas 35 per cent of the crop was cut by 
last Sunday. 
Cotton farmers in Texas moved to 94 
per cent completion in planting their 
1974 crop last week, behind a year- 
earlier pace of 99 per cent, the report 
said.

Many antibiotics, cortisone 
and other drugs are injected 
into the body in a special oily 
substance to maintain a con­ 
stant flow into the blood stream. 
This, in essence, is a variation 
of the idea of the long-acting, 
coated drugs.
